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Craig Sees FSU As A 
Professional Challenge

In a free-wheeling 
conversation this past weekend 
Or. Paul G. Craig, FSU s new 
academic vioa president, 
•ummarizad his reasons for 
moving to Tsllahanee in two 
words--chailenge and 
profeiaionaiiMii. 

Dr. Craig had decided several 
years ago that his interests lay 
professional administrative poste 
and had since that time been 
loolcbig for a suitable position. 
He added he was leaving Ohio 
State, hit alma mater, becau* of 
this interest in promoting 
professional educational 
administration as a personal 
career and as a "creative force 
for good." 

SEES CHALLENGE 

He pointed out that several 
ctMlhUpi he saw in FSU as a 
"univerrity on the way up and 
on the malce" excited him. 

"This isn't a Harvard or 
Barki^, but it is a good school 
and I hope I can help K be 
better 

"vA'v.on I was first asiced 




whether I might be willing to be 
considered as a candidate for 
Vice President post I was 
skeptical; I under-rated Florida." 
He said he reconsidered and 
added FSU to his list after 
receiving a long-distance call 
from President J. Stanley 
Marshall and a trip to campus. 

"I was overwhelmingly 
impressed by President Marshall, 
Dr. Mackey, the council of 
deans, and the sincerity, 
toughness, and fair concern of 
faculty and student [selection] 
committee menriiers. 

He added that the campus, 
Tallahanae ("once you get off 
Tennessee Street"), surrounding 
areas, and the Florida weather 
were important considerations. 
CONCERNS 

Questioned about the 
responsibilities in his new office, 
Craig emphasized the need for 
the academic vice president to 
be concerned with all aspects of 
the campus since the univanity's 
basic function is an academic 
one. 

More specifically, he would be 

directly interested in 
recruitment and appointment of 
taculty, budgetary matters in 
academic departments and 
review and innovation in areas of 
curriculum and academic 
programs. 

At several points Dr. Oaig 
emphasized the importance of 
having a competent staff 
assisting the administrators. He 



stressed the naed for nsaarch, 

planning and 
adminiatraior oomputtr 
retnrival systems creating a 

"strong information base" for 
decisions. Institutionalization 
and not personalization should 
be the obfective, he said.

Arts Building for FSU Founder

A student group, headed by Fknida State 
Freshman Bill Larsen, plans a campaign to name the 
new fine arts building after Mortimour Worthington. 
the man who introduced the bill into the Florida 
legislature establishing FSU. 

The fine arts buikling, cunently under 
construction, is located on the comer of Tennessee 
and Copeiand streets. 

Larsen, who said his group was organized only 
last week, hopes to meet with administration and 
Student Government officials, and with the Board 
of Regents members or the Chancellor if necessary, 
during coming vneelcs to discuss plans, 

"The information that has recently come to light, 
and has been printed in the Flambeau, vwxild make 
it a fine gesture to name a campus building for a 
man as strange and Influential as WortWn^" 
Larsen said. 

The strange-mannered Worthington was born in 
1810, and sponsored the 1851 legislative bill that 
established seminaries in Tallahassee and GainewHIle 



He disappeared on Africa's west coast in 1869, 

"The work David Morrill (Flambeau Feature 
Editor) has done in bratging Mr. Worthmgbm to the 
attention of the university and the community is 
very commendable." Larsen said. I ■tfiink he 
deserves a tot of credit. He did a tremendous job. 

"I have talked to Mr. Mon-ill, and I have, 
myself, researched some of his matsrial. He n 100 
per cent behind the Mea of nan^«wbi«eHng1o^ 
Worthington." 

Larsen commented, that as far as he knew, was 
only notice of FSU's founder that remains is a 
street in Tift^Ga., bearing his name, and his credit 
for the patent of the whisding tea pot 

"I think Worth ington's oddmjss and 
flamboyancy, and more importantly, his 
Introductkm into the legislature of the biN that 
established FSU, should not go unnoticed. " 

"I am hopeful" he continued "that we can draw 
some interest from students, faculty and 
administration -possibly we can get Student 
Goverrmient involved in this thing - and name the 
fine arts building for a very deserving man

Roeder charges ttwt the committae was first, improperly formulate 
and second, unnessary and itIagBi under the provisions of the statutes.

The steps FSU recently has takra as ili 
junior college transfer students are most encouraging. 

In March, a Diviaon of Junior College Affairs was created 
to ded apecifkraiy mth proUens of JC tramlen. Last week. 
President Stanley Marshall named Dr. Marshall Hamilton, 
IMtesidmt of North Florida Junior Colk^ in Madison, aa 
consonanT lo tne iutiskmi. 

Faculty Senate, earlier this quarter, abolished the 
university policy that junior college transfers comply with 
FSU's basic studies requirements, although they have met the 
basic studies lequimneiits of a Florida pnbfic jnrior coflege 
and earned an AA degree 

Or. Larry Chalmers, former vice president for academic 
affairs, onoe noted ttat FSU had made iiupiia s iwi effiarts for 
entering freshmen and graduate students, but had done 
relatively little for junior college transfers. Dr. Chalmers' 
ot>servation is no longer vaUd. 

For yean, admnirtniton at FSU aad otter Florida 
universities were cautious of this new institution, the junior 
college. It was viewed by many as college for those students 
who couldn't make It at a mdmsity. It was fieit Urn academic 
standards of the junior college were low ind rntif ip« ii dim l) i . 
the caliber of its graduates would be low. 

But; as the number of new students entering college 
n^idfy raoeaaed to tte poiBt where there mupfy waant 
enough room in the state's universities, attitudes changed. 
Administrators recognized the role the juniw college would 
have to take-die' handling of the bulk of ficshmen and 
si^homore students so the universities could adaquatcly 
provide for upper division and graduate students. 

In addition, attempts were made by junior college 
adnudstraton to utBtt ntiaiuSty 
standards, so that JC (i —lii in wimki be 
for upper division work. 

Approximately 3,000 JC transfers are enrolted at FSU, and 
the number increases emy year. Tte JC traaaSBr is aukiaK it 
her^. He is able to do the academic work. He is making it in 
extn-cuiricular activities such as Student Pubhcations and 
Student Govermnent. (Bght members of die Flambeau staff, 
including tte editor, associate editor, news edttor, and 
assistant news editor, are JC transfers.) 

But he ha^ hii> peculiar problems. He may be accustomed 
to adraei on tte aeMler qrsleai, a te ay fren Ae qoartar 
system. Until recently, he might have had to pick up several 
basic studies courses even though, based on his total hours, 
te iMHrid tmt been doaig upper divisiM work. 

This university has gone a Umg way toward meeilif dieie 
and other problems of the JC students. It shows that, in 
instance at least, FSU is keepiqg up with the times.

In June 1989. Mr. Selidwry 
returned from a 25.000 mile 
journey to the he«t of the 
troubled zone on iht 
continent--the Sino-Sowilt 
Frontier.

laaad the critical 
between Russia and CMm 
their frontier and in the lisiening 
posts of Tokyo. Hortg Kong.

His divaiches from the 
area have pinpointad the 
mounting dangers of new «Mr on 
the Asian continent. 

Two years before Harrison 
Salisbury, with the approval of 
the U. S. Department of State 
made a journey to North 
Vietnam, and his reports of that 
visit for the New York Times 
made frontiiage h eadl ine>, and 
resulted in publication of 
"Behind the Lines -Hanoi." 

One of the ration't top 
journalists, Salisbury, who was 
born in Minneapolis in 1906 and 
attended the Un i wer itt y of 



Minnesota, began his career In 
journalism as editor of his 
college newspaper. When he 
graduated from the Univeristy. 
he joined the Chicago Bureau of 
the UP covering the tail end of 
the Prohibition gang wars and 
trial of Al Capone . In 1940 he 
was tr en stsrre d to the UP's 
Foreign Oe* in MMiington and 
in 1943 became the London 



Bureau manager directing 
coverage of the war in Europe. 

In 1944 he headed the UP's 
Moscow staff; retimied to the U. 
S. as foreign news editor and 
covered the birth of the United 
Nations. He join«l the New 
York Times in 1949 and soon 
after returned to Russia as 
correspondent-a post he held 
for five yeers.

Union Replaces Student Labor?

Student Body Secretary of the Union James Sewell has called for a 
careful examinatkm of the univer sit y's reiatianAip witfi Local 908 of 

the International Alliance of Theatrical Stage Employees and Moving 
Picture Operators, who have been used to set up shows ajch as "La 
Traviata" and The Lettermen. 

In a letter to universitv Vice President Cecil Mackey, Sewell asked 
several ouestions about the local union and university stage manager 
Jack Lavin. 

Sewell alleged that the university uses a labor union for setting up 
programs, while in the past "qualified student labor " was used. Sewell 
further questtoned the payment of the union in a lunup sum rather than 
on an individual basis, and the "secret membership list" of the union. 

"Why were FSU students, who planned on acting as the stage crew 
for the Lettermen Ihow on November 21." the tetter continued. 
"thfVMened by men*ers of Local 908 into not working?" 



Univflrsity Attorney Jim Omk is presently investigating altegad 
intimidation of studtms by mambas «f this union in the LMtemm 
concert. ' 

Sewell aiw daimed Hm certnn equipment bekMiging to FSU was 
available to mamban of Locri 808 and net arailable to Union 
personnel. 

Lavin, university stage manager, came under fire for failing "tottain 
new help for the stage crew of the Lettarmen show of Nov. 21" nirnt 
he "knew of the problems with Local 808 on Nov. 7. 1988, at the 
performance of 'La Traviata'." 

In a statement released yesterday Sewell said: "When a controversy

GEOLOGISrS DELKHIID 

The presence of many large rocks among Apollo 12's moonsamplat 
delighted geolo^sts^ v»ho got only small rocks and soil back from 
ApoHo 1 1 four montta ago. 

"A few great, great big rocks - which is just what we got - can ttll 
us a lot more than many, many little tiny ones," said space agency 
geotogist Jeffrey Vitamer. "A large rock Is really good because in 
distributing materiri you can give tots of peopte cuts of tte same 
body." 

In additton to tte four rocks viewed for tte first time Monday, the 
largest of them 11 inches long and tte odiers about tte size of double 
clenched fists, Conrad and Bean filled two boices nvith other good 
rocks during tteir pair of surface excursions. 

From their first looks at the samples scientisB have concluded tte 
moon is still very full of puzzles. Most amazing in tte ApoMo 12 
samples, they said, was the absence of conglomerate rocks 
breccia which made up three fourths of A(iollo 1 1 's roc^ return.

Chief Judge Ben Wilkinson denied a request by 
Student Body Attorney Gennd John Shi^fater to 

dismiss the order. Slaughter argued tha* Honor 
Court had no jurisdiction in the matter and that the 
order was mvalid becauw it mtiiiat Oe 
appointment and not a specific person. 

Don Nelson, council for Senator Ed Roeder, said 
that the court had oonoffKat jwiiActioii wad 
therefore had adequate grounds for the action. 
Senator Roeder obtained the onginal temporary 
lestraina^ cyder on Nov. 25. 



Roeder said that the issue was twofold. "It is 
both a political and procedural or legal issue and, of 
coarse, the court was only concerned wtth the 
procedural or legal aspect," said Roeder. "Each year 
the Student Body Prestdent's adminirtfation 
attempts to influence the selection o^hitauoceaaw, 
but this year they have gone beyond die aooqitiMe 
1^ and ethical boundaries," he laid. 

"The dedsim of the cowt is ligltt as it iqihrids 
the rights of ordinary students to oo^roi tfa^ qfm 
government," Roeder said. 

Roeder has diarged ttuA the committee which 
chose Whitley as Ombudson was I^Cgri wider the 
provisions of the statutes. 

Chief Judge WBchison said the faearngs in 
January will consider irregularities charged against 
the conunittee, jurisdiction of the (»urt, and 
vriidity of the order.

Councils To Set Guidelines

While acting Dean of Housing Robert iCinunel insists the issue behind the open house conUoversy is 
fomkation, Steve F^mdc, Plesidait oi StSky liaB*s Moi's Tower, argues it's not the only issue. 

Philbrick made bis remarks in an open meeting of dorm residents Tuesday afternoon in Moore 
Auditorium. A crowd of about 25 people representing Salley, Smith, Kellum, Deviney, Murphree and Bryan 
Halls were present at the informal sesskm. 

The controversy over open house hours began two weeks ago when residents of Salley Hall voted to 
extend their hours to 24 hours a day on weekends. However, Vice Ptresident for Student AfTahs Jade 
Arnold halted their actions by exerdsing his veto power. 

In nixing Salley's residents' proposal, Amcrid established guidelmes under wdikh open dorm hours are 
allowed. He limits the open house to regular houis <rf tiie dorm, requkes a staff member to be on duty 
during the extended hours, requires the dorm invohed to set up their own policies and a plan for 
conducting the q)en house. The Vice Presideat also aiEt tiutt the purpose for the extended hours be clearly 
stated. 

• b to Arnold's statement, Interdorm Courcil has been meeting 
to Kt up the provisicHis for which the Vice President asked, said 
PURiiick. 

Philbrick told yesterday's audience, "Interdorm Council is getting 
together to set up guidelines of their own concerning open house and 
visitatioD." He also stated the difference between open house nri 
visitation will be explained in the outline they are currently preparing. 

An open house is exactly what it sounds like; the house is opm to al 
visitors. However, visitaticNi includes having a host or hostess, whichever 
the case may be, escort the visitor into the dorm. Anyooe not escorted 
win not be pondtted to enter. 

"We've set up these distinctions, and our guideUne will incfai^ 
reaacms for hniag open house and nsitation,'' said Phfflmdc. 

Main arguroenU to PhSbridc's remarks were tiiat SaOey's residents 
had aheady gone through the proper procedure for the open house, and 
thmfore should not have to follow the proper channels any k>nger. 
One resident even suggested going over Amohfs head to gdo open 
house.

An individual 
cannot be paid from two univmity sources, the rqnesenUtives said. The guarantee of private membership 
is provided by federal law. 

The charges of the intimidation of four students by members of the local were attributed to a 
"misunderstandii«" between the students, who were membm of a radw and television local, and members 
of Local 909. The representatives said that a lieatad exdunge" had takaa phoe, but that they were aot 
aware of any "intimidation." 

Sewell said that his office was trying to avoid a situation of "mutual antagonism" between the local aad 
the Union. He further sMd that the matter had been takea out of his hands when he asked llackey to 
investigate the stostioD.

Quite a few in our group found themselves 
here, between 122 and 244. It was rough for these 
guys because they wouldn't know for sure. 

"If you're in the top third, vou knnw you're 
going lo be dratted," somebody said. "And in the 
bottom d^d, you can figure you don't have to 
worry anymore. But damn it, we're about back 
where we started."

Student Body President 
Canler Brown said he will ask 
that Whitley's name be 
considered with other candidates 
for the office as stwn as a new 
Ombudsman Recommendation

"Most people think of us as 
merely cops, but here on die 
FSU campus our job is very 
different and much more 
complicated than the job of a 
city force." 

That IS how Mr. WiUiam 
Tanner, chief of the FSU 
Campus Security Finrce, 
described the job of the campus 
cop. It seemed to be a rather 
over-simplified view at the time, 
but after riding with Cpl. Ron 
Koenig on his patrol of the 
campus two separate nights, this 
reporter found Chief Tarmer's 
statement to be true. 

Koenig picked me up at the 
Security Office on his way to 
Tallahassee Memorial Hospital, 
where he was taking a patient 
afiflkted with appendicitis. 

"A great deal of our job 
entaib acting as an ambulance 
seTvice," Koenig tdd me. Hfott 
of the time we take people to 
the infirmary but sometimes, as 
in this case, we ddiver students 
to the city hospital for 
treatment that can't be given on 
campus." 

Most of the members of the 



Campus Security Force have 
some tevd of college education, 
he said. "I think this is essential 
for working as a campus cop. We 
have a different atmosphere here 
than you have in a city, and we 
have to treat things differently. 

"An enlivened viewpoint is 
necessary and college education 
is one of the best ways to gain 
such a viewpi^t." Koenig is 
working on a degree in 
criminology at FSU and is about 
SO hours away from graduation. 

Hit tastes and diversions are 
similar to those of many college 
students. He digs rock music and 
used to go to Trader John's in 
Miami at least three times a 
week when he attended 
Miami-Dade Junior Coll^. He 
also Hkes to drink but hasnt 
been able to since he developed 
an ulcer soon after joining the 
campus security force. 

Most of the time he spends on 
patrol he is involved in 
protecting university property 
and personal safety. Inspections 
are made of various building and 
paildng hrtt to watch out for 
foul play. Several times he'd 
^ine his spotlight on a parked 
car and see two surprised heads 
dii ^d w^ thai eyes from the 



lights. 

"I <b>n*t bother the kids when 

they park on the campus, mainly 
because we want them to stay 
on the campus where they'll be 
safe from attack." Then he 
grinned and said, "The only time 
I get oirious is when I dont tee 
any heads." 

But there's another side to 
Ron Koenig. Despite his 
understanding of the situatitMS 
in a college comnwnity he it ttill 
a cop. And being a cop, he is 
naturally aiq[>idous. About 9 
p.m. Saturday night he spotted a 
couple of boys picking up a girl 
on Stadium Drive. "Something's 
funny," he said and took off 
after them. When hv. slopped 
them he found that nothing was 
funny, and ahhoug^ the bt^t 
were obviously perturbed, there 
was no incident. There was no 
trouble because Koenig, unl&e 
some officers, has a mannei»of 
poUteness and respect about him 
that prevents the name-calling 
and scuffles that sometimes 
result from police investigations.

"That lefutil to approach issue with an opm 
niind. that lefoal to entefUta a spirit of 
coiiqtroinne-that is what is buUding barrieis 
between the young and the not so young, between 
an outspf^iwnorityaiMiiKrft-ipotoimqority,** 
Agnew said. 

"That it the banieT we naott begin to 
dismande-fton both aides." 

The vice pferident said those who oppose his 
recrat otticisia of antiwar demonstrators and news 
camage by the press and television are engaged in a 
"licodiet rfaetoric-when people do not re^nd to 
what is said, but to what other people uy you 
meant." 

"There's something very definitely wrong in two 
sides miaiBt each othN's poiot " Agnew said in his 



speech to a White House confnence of governors.

Agnew, who shook hands with Nixon after his 
q>eech, said the "out^lcen minority" was engaged 
to "pama at ptotest." and he Hsted these "Tea 
CommandaMls (rfPRrteat":

WASHINGTON 
(UPI)-President Nixon urged the 
nntion's pmtoon Wedneadqr to 
w^ a oonununity campaign 
agtinst powing drug abuse by 
stressing "more information, 
more understanding" rather than 
hardier crinunal penalties. 

Nixon and high 
administration officials 
addressing a day4ong conference 
for 41 governors, their wives arul 
children, expreaaed ntum at the 
high inddenoe of uae of 
marijuana and other illicit drugs, 
especially among the young. 

"I first thoi^t the answer 
was more penalties," the 
President said, "but when you 
are talking about 13- and 
14-year-olds, penalties are not 
the answer ... the answer is 
DM>re information, more 
understanding." 

Warning that America's ^irit 
is threatened with hqury, ^&con 
said: "iUl of us must go bade to 



oui cummunities and wage a 
campatgn~a campaign of 
education and information that 
will reach all the people of our 
states, because that campaign . .

WASHINGTON 
(UPlV-lgnoring the threat of a 
presidentia) veto, the Senate 
voted Wednesday to increase the 
personal mcome tax exemption 
to $800 by 1971, a tax cut its 
sponsor said was intended to 
help nhe mm with a big 
tiwrtgi^ on a Itttle houae filled 
w)!h childrM." 

Approved by a vote of 58 to 
37, the plan was a substitute for 
reductions in tax rates supported 



by President Nixon and 
endorsed by the House and the 

Senate Finance Committee that 
would trim everyone's taxes by 
an average of 10.1 percent. 

After settling the 
exemption conuoversy, the 
Senate voted 48-41 to contmoe 
the 7 percent investment tax 
oedit-which the administration 
is eager to repeal-on the first 
S20,000 of any firm's 
investment in expansion or 



modernization in any one year. 

This would knodc out $720 
million of die $33 billion the 
administration hoped to gain 
through repeal of die tax credit 
and eliminate from the bill more 
than one-tenth of its $6.9 biUion 
worth of tax refcHros.

The recommendations spcaty 
that the individual Amdd consider roommates and 
fellow residents due to the building's stnictuie. 

Concerning Arnold's request of a staff manber 
being on duty, Intw-Dotm Council d^nes staff as 
those who are abeady considered staff by the 
university. The recommendations further require 
die administtation to proHde ^ht directors for the 
residence halls which have self-regulating hours. 

The recommendations state that any residence 
hiSi has the power to propose a plan foi open bouse 
and visitations. Also in that section of the 
reconunendations, an approval of two-thirds of the 
lesidents invohwd is le^dnd b^ne the open boose 
or visitation becomes effective. 

Inter-Dorm Council's plan also requires the 
residence invohnd to speedy whether it will be an 
open house or a visitation, and five days prior to tiie 
election, the residents of the hall be notified of die 
action to be taken. 

Finally, as a reason for having an open house or 
visitation, the recommendations state that the ndes 
governing tlw residence diould be representative of 
the students' desires. Thmby statmg that smoe the 
statutes allow an open house at visitation, is reaam 
enoii|)itoh««eone.
